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PREFACE 


After about six years spent :n the collection and preparation 
of material for the Morse Genratoey, the Directors of the 
Morse Society believe that the time has come to begin publi- 
cation. 

To meet the convenience of subscribers and facilitate pub- 
lication, the work will be issued in four parts of about two hun- 
dred pages each. The first section will contain the genealogy 
of the five original Morse families, down to and including the 
fourth generation of each family. 

Immediately following this the remaining three parts will 
be published, and the entire work can then be bound in two 
volumes of approximately four hundred pages each. 

The separation of each family from the other, and the gath- 
ering of the members of each race under the family head, will 
be done when the work is completed, cach family occupying the 
whole or a part of a volume, according to its numbers. The 
paging of each family is consecutive. 

In compiling this book, the Board of Directors has used 
every means to avoid errors, to rectify discrepancies in the data, 
and to make the whole us complete and aceurate as possible. 

Few people are aware of the many difficulties to be overcome 
in preparing a work of this character, arising from the incom- 
plete and varying records of counties, towns and courts, the gaps 

in family records, the frequent total disappearance of the name 
from former places of residence, and the uncertain memories of 
living representatives of the family. 
It is believed that every known field of information has been .

thoroughly explored. Among these are the MSS. left by the 
Rev. Abner Morse, the state, county and family archives, 
all obtainable printed matter, the lettera, notes and diaries of 
descendants, the documents and memoranda gathered by the 
Hon. J. H. Drummond for his own use, at great expense, and 
kindly placed by him at our service, and the work of Mr. Asa 
P. Morse of Cambridge upon the race of Anthony, for the use 
of all of which our thanks are offered. 

This Genealogy is based upon, and is, in large part, a com- 
Pilation and extension of the book published in 1850 by the Rev. 
Abner Morse. It was begun by J. Howard Morse of Hartford, 
Conn., and continued during a period of four years, after which 
the Society employed Miss Emily W, Leavitt of Boston, Mass., 
& trained genealogist, to make nzuch needed research among the 
old records found in all of the New England states, 

Fifty-three years after the publication of Rey. Abner Morse’s 
book the recorded names of the descendants in the direct line have 
increased to two thousand seven hundred and three, and the 
collateral branches have increased beyond computation. 

This record of the Morse Family will be completed within 
® reasonable time from the date of the issuance of the first vol- 
ume, and the support and codperation of all those of the name, 
their relatives and descendants, is earnestly asked for, that the 
Work of collecting, recording and perpetuating the Family

After the incorporation of Sherborn, he was leader among the 
proprietors; was the first selectman, was chosen one of a com- 
mission for treating with the Natick Indians for an exchange 
of four thousand acres of land in what is now Ashland and Hop- 
kinton, Mass., for an equal quantity in what now constitutes 
the northwest and central parts of Sherborn. This they accom- 
plished by contracting to pay three hundred bushels of corn “to 
boot.” At a following town meeting, Daniel Morse and his 
sons agreed to pay three quarters of this amount. “In all publi¢ 
meetings, precedence was yielded to him.”

2. Ronert® Morsz, son of Anthony’ Morse, was probably 
born in England. He is said to have first resided in Boston, 
Mass., then in Newbury, “perhaps in Rowley, Mass.,” but as 
he gave deeds from Newbury as late as 1667, and as his chil- 
dren’s births came up to the very year of his settlement in New 
Jersey, it seems more than likely that he remained in Newbury 
until he joined the little band of colonists which settled in East 
New Jersey. With them he took the oath of allegiance in Eliza- 
beth Town on February 19, 1665, and became one of the Asso- 
ciates. He received a home lot of six acres of land lying partly 
on Elizabeth river and other parcels of upland and meadow 
until his holdings amounted to two hundred and two acres. 
September 26, 1681, he gave a deed of a tract on Elizabeth river 
to his son-in-law, William Broadwell. June 24, 1686, he bought 
one hundred and fifty acres; he continued|to buy and sell land 
up to 1700, when his last deed, signed February 26, 1699-1700, 
was laid out by John Harriman and the Company “chosen for 
that service,” of one hundred acres, always signing as “Robert 
Morse, taylour.” One of his deeds was signed by his wife, Ann 
Mores, February 26, 1699-1700, this deed was south of the pres- 
ent village of Cranford, one mile west of Rahway river. His 
first wife, Elizabeth, died after 1644; he married (2), in New- 
bury, October 20, 1654, Ann Lewis, who died in Elizabeth, in 
1686; he survived until after 1700.

3. Perer* Morse, son of Anthony’ and Elizabeth Morse, 
was born before his father came to New Englana. He is estab 
lished as a son of Anthony, senior, by the will of his father. The 
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first recorded fact of this Peter was when he was a witness to 
a deed given by his brother Robert on J anuary, 1659, then in 
Newbury. With his brother he joined the small band of 
migrants who took the Oath of Allegiance in Elizabeth town, 
East New Jersey, on February 19, 1665. He there received a 
home lot of six acres which adjoined his brother’s; May. 30, 
1678, a lot lying on Elizabeth river; twelve acres of upland 
lying by William Pardon’s land; another lot of forty acres of 
upland; one hundred and thirty acres lying on a neck of land 
at Rawack (Rahway); twelve acres on Thomson’s creek; with 
a lot on Luke Watson’s Point, in all amounting to two hundred 
and twenty-four acres. October 18, 1685, Peter Morss, weaver, 
with his wife, Mary, gave a.deed of a part of his home lot, with 
all the buildings at Elizabeth, he then signing as Peter Morss 
of Rahway, to his brother Robert, “taylour,” of Elizabeth, said 
lot bounded by the highway, by William Trotter’s land, with a 
“pitle” on Elizabeth river, and on the south by Peter Morss’s 
own land, pittle and house. His last recorded land transaction 
was with the same committee, and at the same time his brother 
Robert received his, namely, on January|21, 1699-1700, and 
was Lot Number 57, while his brother’s was Lot Number 145; 
both these grants show conclusively that the two brothers were 
both in Elizabeth at that date. 

By a deed recorded in the copy of the original Elizabeth 
town book (the first book having “been made way with”), said 
deed having been drawn June 16, 1736, we establish the fact of 
this same Peter being the founder of the lines herein described.

‘This will was presented at Probate Court, May 8, 1702, and 
tho administration was granted to Amos and Joshua Morss on 
May 15, 1702, The witnesses, John Bishop, Frederick Ellis, 
David Bishop and John Watson. 

This will and the preceding deed clearly prove that Peter 
Morse, son of Anthony and brother of Robert of Elizabeth, was 
one and the same man, #8 he is named as one of the Associates, 
that he received a grant under Colonel Richard Nicholl, that he 
was father of Joseph and grandfather of Joseph and Amos, from 
whom so many of the present New Jersey families descend.

One of the tracts laid out to Joseph Morss on hia grand- 
father’s right was the same with tKat laid out by John Herri- 
man and Company to Peter Moras on January 21, 1699-1700, 
and this is anfficient to prove Peter Morse was alive in that 
year, as the same company laid out another tract at the same 
date for Robert Morss; this shows that the two brothers were 
alive and receiving land grants as late as 1699; by this is shown 
another fact : that they did not die until after 1700, and that the 
second generation of Moras survived in New Jersey until early 
in 1700. 

This Joseph Morss (as the family in New Jersey spelled the 
name) was born in Rahway, May 31, 1709. His own will was
